The surgeons spent nearly a week ex- 
amining him. 'This is certaiuly the 
first case of tha kind that has ever 
been reported to the medical profes- 
sion,' was their verdict when they 
finished the examination.

SPEAKERS OF THE HOUSE. 

The first Speaker of the National 
House of Representatixes was a Lu- 
theran clergyman— Rev. Frederick A. 
C. Muhlenberg. He had four straight 
terms in Congress, and in the First 
and Third Congresses he was Speak- 
er. He died soon after. Then came 
Jolmathan Trumbull, who went from 
the Speakership to the Senate, and 
then was elected Governor of Connec- 
ticut eleven terms, dying in office. 
Jolmathan Dayton, of New Jersey, 
was Speaker of the Fourth and Fifth 
Congresses, and then Senator. Theo- 
dore Sedgwick, of Massachusetts, died 
almost immediately after the expira- 
tion of his single term as Speaker. 
Macon, who was the fifth Speaker, 
has been mentioned. He WAS kept in 
Congress after his service as Speaker 
until he was seventy years old and de- 
clined to run. Joseph P. Varnuni, of 
Massachusetts, went from the Speak- 
ership to the Senate. Clay was three 
times a candidate for the Presidency, 
sat in the Senate twice and served in 
the Cabinet. 

Langdon Cheeves, of South Caro- 
lina; John W. Taylor, of New York, 
and Philip P. Barbour, of Virginia, 
were ad interim Speakers, so to speak. 
That is to say, they were sandwiched 
in diuinjj Henry Clay's twelve years, 
holding the office while Clay was out 
attending to other business. They 
never became distinguished. Andrew 
Stevenson, the eleventh Speaker, was 



immediate predecessor. Three terms 
seem to be considered about the 
proper thing for a first-class Speaker. 
Mr. Randall, the twenty-ninth Speak- 
er, was three times elected Speaker,

who followed 



him immediately. Another three- 
terms Speaker was Nathaniel Macon, 
of North Carolina. He was the tilth 
Speaker, but the first from the South. 
Henry Clay broke the record! he was 
six times elected Speaker. In one 
Congress ho resigned the Speakership 
to go to Europe to arrange the treaty 
of peace with (ireat Britain. But he 
came back to the next Congress and 
received tho Speakership again. By 
the rules of hick the thirteenth Speak- 
er should have been '"hoodooed" the 
rest of his life. But iu fact he was 
the only Speaker who ever reached 
the Presidency. Of course the MUM 
is guessed— James K. Polk. And he 

was elected President against Henrj 

Clay, another ex-Speaker.— [Louis- 
ville Times.

thing in which skill i« required by 
constant practice, and the milker must 
learn to do the work veil and thor- 
oughly, and to so handle the udder 
and teats as not to give pain to the 
animal, and when one litis done that, 
he may strive to increase the speed. 

However, let two milkers who have 
long milked the same cows, one milk- 
ing much more rapidly than the other, 
change cows, and it will be found in 
most cases that loth lots of cows will 
shrink In their milk. The unaccus- 
tomed toeh annoys the animal to such 
an extent that she does not ' give 
down" her milk. Hither ir is not se- 
creted, or she possesses the power of 
holding it back, to the extent of less- 
ening her production several pounds 
in a day. Probably it is tho former, 
upon the same principle that one se- 
cretes more saliva when eating food 
that is highly relished, than when 
eating that which does not taste right. 

The injunction to milk rapidly, 
however, may have done injury in 
many cases by causing those who 
were unused to the business to exert 
unnecessary stieiigtheiii pressing the 
teats, or against the udder to force a 
giving down, which caused pain to 
the animal, and by so doing defeated
